The gold surplus is important from 


another standpoint, namely, the. fu- 
ture of money rates. The money mar- 
ket has been easy all the week and 
the drift seems to he toward lower 
levels. The necessary effect of these 


gold holdings must be to keep inter- 
est rates down. 


Bond market 


Meanwhile, both investment and 


speculative

lags. High grade investment 'bonds 
are firm but very dull. It will be in- 
teresting to observe the course of 
quotations for United States govern- 
ment loans now that buying for ac- 
count of the British treasury is no 
longer a supporting influence. The 
market for Liberties has to reckon 
with the approaching expiration of 
tax exemption on many large hold- 
ings. 


The dullness in the investment list 


is paralleled hy hesitancy in specula- 
tion.' 
Maturity yields of seven to 


eight percent ,on railroad bonds rea- 
sonably well secured are obtainable 
at present market quotations. 


An interesting development of the 


week along this line was the raising 
of the New York Central division to 
a seven percent basis. Apparently in 
the minds of the directors it wa,s 
more important 
to 
make railroad 


stock attractive to investors than it 
was to avoid arousing the antagon- 
ism of the element bent upon the 
reduction of railroad rates. 


And yet with the New York Cen- 


tral stock, as with the semi-specula- 
tive railroad bonds already referred 
to, the market response was disap- 
pointingly small. 


What, se.ems to be needed is cour- 


ageous leadership. When that is in 
evidence, as was the case with the 
Austrian loan, both investors and 
speculators 
are ready 
to respond. 


Perhaps business needs more of thij 
kind of leadership rather than so 
much counsel of caution as has beeti 
emanating tar the past, six months 
from our official and unofficial fin- 
ancial guardians.

"Don't Use More Space Than Auto Covers," Urged 


Congestion in the downtown dis- 


tricts o£ some of the larger cities has 
grown to such a state of despair that 
authorities are now seeking the co- 
operation oJ owners against waste of 
road space, as a help toward relief. 


"Don't waste the highway," is the 


cry. 


By this is meant, don't take up 


space which your car actually doesn't 
cover. 


For example, in parking, the cor- 


rect method is to line up as close to 
the curb as possible. That leaves all 
the rest of the roadway to moving 
vehicles. But if the car is parked a 
foot off the curb, although parallel 
to it, there is waste of a foot, the 
length of the car, into the roadway.

While the price of gasoline is go- 


ing up in many states, refiners of the 
country are wondering what to do 
with the huge surplus they have ac- 
cumulated! 


This is the anomalous 
situation 


presented to interested 
automobile 


owners by recent reports of the oil 
industry. According to L. V. Nich- 
olas, president of the National Petro- 
leum Marketers' Association, reliners 
the country 
over 
are 
overstocked 


with gasoline. 


To relieve them, Nicholas proposes 


that each jobber take a carload of 
gasoline more than his immediate re- 
quirement. 
Thus, between 8,000,- 


000 and 10,000,000 gallons of gaso- 
line would be removed at once from 
the market. 


Although this would not increase 


the consumption o£ motor fuel to any 
degree, it would shift the burden of 
carrying the oversupply of fuel from 
the refiner to the consumer. 
As a 


result, the refiner would refrain from 
lowering prices in order to get rid of 
his surplus stock and the jobber, as- 
sured against declining prices, would 
feel secure in keeping his extra sup- 
ply until the whole situation of over- 
production is relieved. 


Taken all in all, the automobile 


driver—the gasoline consumer—goes 
on paying higher fuel prices, despite 
the law of supply and demand.

a resurrey. You will ;«tve the satis- 
faction of knowing exactly where 
your lot Is and what its shape is. 
While the surveyor Is on the Job 
have him locate your building on tho 
lot. In this way you will he certain 
that it will be square with, the 
world. 
Have him locate also the 


position of the sewer BO that the 
finish grade line can be toed to pre- 
serve proper drainage. The whole fee 
for the resurvey should, tie small. 
Some cities require it. 


Q—Where can I -get Informa- 


tion regarding research work on 
warm air healing plants? 


A—The University of Illinois and

nection with warm air heating for 
the past four or five years in the 
research laboratories of that univer- 
Bity.

A—The great advantage of case- 


ment windows is that the whole win- 
dow opening is available for ventila- 
tion. 
With a double hung window 


the maximum open space is half of 
the opening. Casement windows are 
not generally as weather tight or as 
durable 
as> double hung windows, 


and if they ar» properly equipped 
with good operating; hardware they 
usually cost more than double hung 
-windows. Caeement windows ewingr- 
Ing out are,, obliged to have screens 
on the Inside and these must be of a 
wood and finish to match the interior 
finish of the rooms. This is also ex- 
pensive. 
Casement windows swing- 


ing in are almost impoasible to make 
water tight. 
They interfere with 


the furniture and hangings.
